Case Day 


What crosses the line between 
religion and school? This was the question 
at hand for seniors to determine through 
their participation in Case Day which was 
a detailed examination of a current 
Supreme Court case Mitchell v. Helms. 
The case focused on whether or not giving 
funds to parochial schools for 
materials designed to aid in 
the learning process is a 
violation of the 
Establishment Clause of the 
First Amendment. 

Case Day focused 
primarily on the oral 
arguments, in which six 
students acted as lawyers 
and were evaluated and 
questioned by the nine justices. There 
were two opposing sides, the petitioners 
and respondents. At the end of the day, 
the justices sided with the respondents 
six to three, indicating that it is 
constitutional to give aid to parochial 
schools with government money. 

In addition, there were two student

Meanwhile, Lizzy did not let this accident limit her from excelling 
on the lacrosse field. She continued to lead the Langley lacrosse team 
in goals her sophomore year and was presented with the Coaches’ 
Award her junior year, all while enduring the pain of a crushed hip. 
Lizzy was also a member of the Dive team at Langley her freshmen, 
sophomore, and junior year. However, many challenges were still 
awaiting Lizzy in her future. Slowly, bone spurs began to form again 
and another surgery was performed to remove the bone spurs and 
insert pins into Lizzy’s hip. This surgery provided temporary relief, but 
on February 9, 2000, Lizzy went to Mount Vernon Hospital to have a 
complete hip replacement. This experience was painful to endure, but 
Lizzy says she learned a lot about herself and now has plans for a 
healthy future.

He was first inspired to skate after seeing 
he 1992 Winter Olympics. Since then, nearly ever day has consisted of 6-hour 
ractices both on and off the ice.
